The dumber of inmates i» 1887 was 5999. 

liif number <>r inmates in 1888 was 6111, twelve mure than 
the preceding year. The admissions in 1888 wen- ten hundred 
and ten less than the average in tin- past ten years, ami < h<- mor 
talitywaa aboul the usual average— that is, about fourteen per 
cent, of the whole 

There are many who are brought in iu a dying condition who 

di i tin* first or second day. These eliminated, the true per 

cent, oi deaths of those actually tres*ed would be about twelve 
per cent. 

There was no epidemic disgust- during tin- year. 
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The number of outdoor patients treated, called the outdoor 
dime-, was 13,524. The public, by this Bystem, has received :i 
vast amount of benefit, and by so treating them many h;j\ «> been 
saved the necessity of entering the institution, therebj saving 
the Hospital much additional expense. We cannot too strongly 
commend, in ibis connection, the argent and repeated recom- 
mendations of the House Surgeon, that a suitable building or 
buildings Bhoold !»• erected, at tin- earliest possible time, for 
this constantly increasing work outside of the Hospital proper; 
as tliis vasi number of visitors treated in the wards, os they are 
now Cm in oeeessity, is yerj disturbing, and might be, sometimes, 
ratal to those eery sick in the Hospital, 

l',\ adding to (In- number of indoor ami outdoor patients jun( 

enunciated, the list of Burgieal cases dressed and treated in the 
amphitheatre of the Hospital, the total number treated in inns 
was 20,364. These facte furnish some idea of the vast amount of 
work done, and relief given, by this noble institution. The final 
oebl due on the Ambulance Building, at tin' beginning of the year, 
has been paid, and the Hospital is now free of debt for tin- man) 
solid baprovements made dnringthe last few years, thanks to the 
able management of the preceding Hoard; but is oow hampered 
and cramped for want of humus to accomplish othereqnally neees- 
Barj improvements. The Hospital sadlj suffers,and is much less 
efficient than ii would be, on account of its constant loss by the 
discount on its warrants, The Board cannot too strongly urge this 
point on yonr Excellency's attention, for ii is a grievous loss, and 
mortifying to its Administrators, when the) see bow much more 
substantia] good could be accomplished i( its, moans were at par 
value This deficiency in the State warrants is a constant source <>f 
regret and anxietj to the Board, and makes the efficient mam 
meat of the Hospital very trying and precarious. The discount <nt 
tin- warrants of 1887 and 1888, as thus far reported and sold on 
January LOth alt., sinus op 910,650, 

A i present, an effort is being made to renovate the closet sys 
tern, which Is great!) needed for the general sanitary condition 
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and welfare of the inmates, and would hare been done Long since 
imi tin- the deplorable disappointment in f he warrants of the State. 
We cannot too urgently commend tin- Ambulance Service in all of 
Us details, and think n should he strictly used. as at present, for 
emer^encx >,.|-\ ici-uidy. The Board, with (hi> advice and effectual 
aid of Hie House Surgeon, lias recently instituted a better system 
of keeping tin- clinical records of the Hospital, and hopes sunn to 
have a Hospital Registrar, for the purpose of compiling ami eye 
tematizing, for reference, allofthe useful records of the Hospital. 
The better ventilation of the main building is greatly needed, but 
this imi is deferred at present tor want of means, and «>n this sub 
feet, the straitness of our finances, your attention is again respect 
ftilly called lu the concise report of our Secretary and Treasurer, 
herewith presented. It is with much regret and sorrow in us that 
daring Hi i year death claimed our able and must efficient pathol- 
ogist <>f (lie Hospital, Dr. H, i>. Schmidt, whose well merited 
reputation as a zealous worker, scientist and author, wasexten 
sively known and appreciated abroad as well as iii America. 
His place was supplied by Dr. ii. I*. Bruns, who is working with 
great sseal, and will, we have every reason to believe, till the i>osi 
linn ably and satisfactorily. Attention to his accompanying 
report is invited, and the necessity is urged i'<>f fostering his 
efforts m this verj neeessarj and useful department of the Hoa 
pita) sen ice. 

For the good of the Hospital, the Board is much gratified that 
our Legislature, at iis last sitting, did not couple with its allow 

auee tor the Hospital, in its annual support, a proviso that no one 
should be allowed to compete for resident studentship of the llos 
pital except a Louisianian. This permits students of theTulane 
University Medical I department, regardless of their state, to com 

pete, as was always done heretofore ; and we think this will re 
dOUlld to the great advantage Of the Hospital, as it will furnish 

the best talent to its service. And. in the judgment of the Board,

Gentlemen :— The House Committee begs leave to report; 
I'hut the general condition of matters connected with the various 
Departments continues fulh np to the high standard heretofore 

i'lisiii'il. 

The Electric Light Plant) which was received from Electric 
Light Company, Maurice J. Hart, Manager, was lying unused, and 
useless for a considerable length of time, and alter the proper 
Hospital authorities had decided not louse it. your Committee 
then made a sale (with approval of the Common Council) of it for 
ilu- sum of two thousand dollars, This amount to be used and 
appropriated in the purchase of approved styles of water closets, 
which has been done, and are now starting the work of placing 
them inthe main building, after which they will l»- placed in all 
the different buildings. The old piping connecting with sewers 
will all have to !>«■ replaced, as thej have been found to \»- worn 
out ami leaking. 

Von will and annexed the report of Mr. Ponder, theable 
Engineer of this institution, us also a list -fall tools and appli- 
ances it. his Department and charge. 

The A-mbuianoe Service is in vein, 6ur condition. We have 
orderedonesel of n&t patented harness. The service and gen- 
eral condition of the department is good. 

Theold and unevenly laid flagging, forming the old floor of 
Mm- Wash House, has been taken tip, am) the Hohillinger patent 
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pavement placed instead, with perfect drainage facilities. The 
old Sagging has been used as a pavement in front <if the Wash 
House, making an improvement over the former brick pavement. 

Painting lias been dour to some extent, including the two 
wing buildings, cisterns, and smoke stacks of the engine room. 
The Treasurer'a office and the Library rooms have been reno- 
vated. 

\ ti improved steam starch kettle has been added to the Wash 
House, 

Six new sewing machines, run by steam power, have been 
introduced. 

A new air refrigerator has been placed in the lee House. 

The him- glass formerly in the main openings of the Annex or 
Women's Wards, has been removed, and white cut and ground 
glass substituted. The easleru end of the Anne\ has been much 
improved by the making of a large opening in the former blank 
wall forming windows of the while cut glass, and affording more 
light and additional venlilalion. 

In the Internal Department of the Hospital, ii was deemed 
necessary that two of the students should be brought before the 
Hoard for infraction of the rides, and after a earel'ul hearing and 

examination of all parties, before the full Hoard of Commission 
era, they were suspended, for a limited period, from their func- 
tions. !i is to be hoped thut lliis salulan example will impress 
itself upon the corps of students, go thai this unpleasant dutj 
will noi again devolve upon this Hoard. 

In the death of that learned scientist. Dr. II. I>. Schmidt, 
Chief of (he Pathological Department, this Hoard has met with a 
great loss. The high order of his attainments in this department 
redounded to the credit of this institution, and of the country. 

At an election held, Dr, EL Dickson Brnns was unanimously 
elected to till his place. 

It is the intendion to develop more fiillj the pathological 
specimens in this most important department, 
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There has been a legacy lefl to this institution by Jean Fit

At the recommendation of the Vice-President and Chief Sur-

Gentlemen: — Your Finance Committee would respectfully 

call attention to the recent heavy losses incurred by (he Hospital 
In the Bales of State warrants, at. a discount which amounted to 
iJlOjtiril), asspecilied in the report of the Treasurer. 

The attention of the General Assembly has been frequently 
invited to this serious cause of impairment of the revenues of the 
Hospital. The current appropriations for its support are barely 
sufficient, when paid in full in cash, I o maintain the institution 
on (he most narrow basis of pinching economy; hut when we 
have to realize on the appropriations a1 a heavy discount, as oe- 
cui-s almost every year, we are not only crippled as to supplying 
absolute necessities, but forced to consider, at certain periods oJ 
the year, the imminent risk of total failure of the means of support 
The financial burthens of the Hospital are yeaa lj increasing. 
The growth in the number of patients applying for treatment in 
the "out door" service is constant and remarkable, and should be 
taken into account when appropriations are to be made by the 
General Assembly. 

II cannot be too strongly ui^cd upon (he General Assembly 
to make their appropriations on the basis of cash to t he Hospital : 
such a basis will not only improve the usefulness of tlte institution, 
but will be true economy and real charily as well.

Qenilemen: I have the honor to present the annual report 
for 1888 on the general management ofthe Hospital, and submit 
herewith the records ofthe several departments ofthe medical 
sendee. 

The total number of Inmates treated was 6111, including 722 
remaining at the last report, ami 5:i.s<> new patients admitted. 
The inmates comprise 1433 white ami 1678 colored; male 142U 
[white 3314, colored 1106 ; female L691 (white 1119, colored 572) 
children trader ten years of age 146, (white, 134, colored 12). 

The admissions were twenty-nine more than the previous 
year, but four hundred awl eighteen less than 1886, less bj seven 
hundred and fifty-four than in 1885, and six hundred and ten less 
than the average during the past ten years. No disease has pre- 
vailed as an epidemic (lining the year, and the number of ad 
missions, so much below the average, fairly indicates the health of 
the people of the Stale and the sections tributary to New Orleans. 

The ilail\ average of inmates was greatest in January, seven 
hundred and fifty-two; smallest in October, six hundred ami one. 
The daily average during the year was six hundred ami seventy- 
three; nearly fifteen, the daily average of admissions. 

Of the (il 1 1 inmates treated, 430 were discharged; cured 
2423, or nearly forty per cent.; improved, 1517, or nearly twenty, 
five per cent.; unimproved, six hundred and fifty, or more than 
ten per cent. 
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There were eighl hundred and seventy deaths— ;i total mor- 
tality of fourteen percent This is ihe average death rate ofthe 
Hospital. Dedueling from tin' total one hundred and ninety- 
seven (Itiil lis, which occurred within the twenty-four hours after 
admission, the genera] mortality is reduced to eleven per cent 

An idea ofthe importance of the Outdoor Department ofthe 
Hospital is conveyed in fhc report herewith presented, showing 
the attendance of 13,524 patients. While a comparatively small 
proportion of this number comprises those who, although not in 
needy circumstances, yel feel that in any eleemosynary institution 
of the State they have rights and privileges, the vast majority is 
made up of the outdoor poor of this city, who are worthy of pub- 
lic charity. Most of these patients, especially those who sutler of 
medical diseases, are received and treated in the Hospital wards 
in the presence of the inmates. The objections to this system are 
obvious, So many \ isitors necessarily Create disorder in the house 
and unavoidably disturb those of the inmates who are more sen 
onslv ill and injured. Such intrusions are only permitted in the 
absence of other provisions for the medical relief of the poor of 
this city. 

The necessity of separate buildings suitably constructed for 

the purposes of the Outdoor ( 'liniesof the Hospital becomes t e 

aud more apparent, and this we urge as a matter of great im- 
portance. The people of this city not only share with the in- 
mates of the Hospital the alms of the Stale, but enjoy almost ex 
elusively the benefits of the Outdoor Clinics. There is, therefore, 
an obligation resting on the municipal authorities to aid your 
efforts in all works of medical charily, of which thecih people are 
the chief beneficiaries. 

This city has reached that period in her growth when I he m- 
eessitics of her people demand the establishment of an institution, 
similar to those existing in all metropolitan eifies for the medical 
relief of people outside of hospitals, who are worthy of public 

charity. The Vanderiiilt Clinic of New York City is a model in- 
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stitmimi Hi' iis kind. siiii|>l\ providing consultation rooms and 
other facilities for tin' gratuitous treatment of patients, the medi- 
cal staff lining tin- rest Sueh a Clinic must be, and surerj some 
day will be, fonnded in (few Orleans, if not by the cooperation 
of city Mini siaic. bj the bounty of some public benefactor, and 
we respeetfullj reeommend to your honorable body initiative steps 
in this important work. 

Tlie Ambulance Bervice is working verj satisfactorily, and 
all the members of the corps deserve special commendation for 
their effideney and sealoas discharge of duty. This service is 
reserved for cases ol emergency only. Under the rnles, its charity 
is extended alike to ail who deserve it, whether thej desire to Im- 
brought to the Hospital, or conveyed from the place of accident t«> 
their homes. The usefulness of this service appears in the report 
herewith submitted, showing that, during the year. 1'-'ti"> patients 
received its benefits, The wear npon horses and wagons makes 
the service expensive to the Hospital. The good it has already 
dose in this community should guarantee its independent inainte 
nance. In L886 the City Council appropriated $5,000 to the am- 
bulance fund. In view of the benefits conferred, an appropria- 
tion should be made annually. 

Already the aea rales in regard to the duties of Resident 
Students meet with general approbation, h is our purpose t<. 
improve the clinical records of tin- Hospital, with the view of in 
creasing their statistical value. Tin- clinical archives of the Hok- 
pita! should, and in the future probably will, constitutean impor- 
tant part ni' the Medical Library. When i In- system of recording 
ha* bees well established, a Medical Registrar should be ap 
pointed and charged with the dutj of preparing and presenting 
an annual volume of Charity Hospital Medical Reports, li is 
contemplated that in the" comae of time a revenue will accrue from 

Hie sale of these volumes, which may he expended for the ha 

provemenl of the Library, m- for the encouragement of medical 
work in the Hospital. 
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The reports of officers in charge of their respective depart 
meats are herewith presented, all indicating the faithfulness and 
efficiency of those associated with me in the medical service. 

Acknowledgments are due members of the visiting staff; on 
whom devolves, In largest measure, the care of the outdoor pa- 
tients, for their punctual attendance and interest in Hospital work. 

The domestic management of the Hospital by the Sisters of 
Charity, is a distinctive feature of its administration,, which always 
deserves grateful mention in our annual reports. It is orderly, 
economical, efficient* and, withal, characterized by that kindly 
spirit which ennobles the life of those devoted t<> a mission of 
charity. 

The medical work of the year, stated briefly, comprises the 
treatment ofo'lll inmates, i:i..">24 outdoor patients, and 729 eases, 
mostly of minor surgery, attended in the amphitheatre, all told, 
amounting to 20,864 patients, These figures, compared with the 
expenditures, aa shown by the report of the Treasurer, demon- 
strate the economy In administration. Comparison of our own 
with the reports of similar institutions elsewhere, beats out the 
statement that tin- system of management in tin- Hospital entails 
the least expense with the widest distribution of its charities. 

There are do changes in the general rules and regulations of 

the Hospital which arc al present desirable. The system of gen- 
eral management has Iwen evolved out of the experience of our 
predecessors and our own, and accords with the spirit of our people 
and the charitable purposes the, institution.
